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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/12/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Acknowledgement is made of the Amendment filed 03/1 2/2009, wherein no 
claims have been amended or cancelled and no new claims have been added. Claims 
1 5-21 , 23-25 and 48 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 5-7), filed 03/12/2009, with respect 
to the rejection of claims 15-21 , 23-25 and 48 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art reference Ng et al. (US 6,667,360). The 
reference teaches a nanoparticle-filled epoxy composite for use as stamps for small 
electronic components. However, it fails to teach a material with gliding properties 
embedded in the composite . While it may be shown that it would have been obvious to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
included a solid lubricator in the disclosed composite, the applicants have provided 
convincing evidence of unexpected results that would not have been obvious to one 
skilled in the art. (Remarks, filed 03/12/2009, pages 5-6).
